manufacturer could not indicate price* to a 
retailer. Thii apparently prohibited the use 
of price lilts and tie printing of prim on pack- 
age*, tt waa accordingly important- Never - 
tbeleaa the Commission, although letting it be 
informally understood in answer to individual 
inquiries that it did not prohibit price lists or 
price* on packages, gave no official explana- 
tion.
